BE IT HESOLVED by the House ot 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate; a Major- 
ity of all the Membern Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto:

AMENDMENT NO. 45 
BE IT HESOLVED by the House ot 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate; a Major- 
ity of all the Membern Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto: 
THAT THfi FOLLOWING in hereby 
proposed as an amendment to the Con-
